"Is the Merit System Passing?" asks 


the title of an article in the August For- 
um by Clinton Rogers Woodruff, and the 
nature of his answer is what might be ex- 
pected of a veteran participant in move- 
ments for good government, such as Mr. 
.•Woodruff is. 
"For one. I cannot believe 


BO,'' he says, but his belief is not that of 
the easy optimist or one who is blind to 
the evasions of the civil service law or the 
dangers of the political attacks made 
upon it. Rather ifis an expression of the 
experienced observer who has seen the 
slowly accumulating net gain for the sys- 
tem through years in which there has been 
much backsliding. 


Attorney-General Daugherty's declara- 


tion against the civil service law—his as- 
sertion that it is a hindrance to the gov- 
ernment and that he would rather take 
the recommendations of a political com- 
mittee, either Democratic or R-epublican. 
than to be compelled to go through the re- 
quirements of the civil service to obtain 
an employe—does not appeal to Mr. 
•Woodruff as impressive. 
He has some 


facts to cite on the comparative results of 
political and merit system selections that 
do not back up Mr. Daugherty's theory 
and tend to show that his line of argu- 
ment is very stale and out of date. The 
Daugherty kind of talk is constantly re- 
curring. 
Such things as the raifi on the 


engraving bureau, with the removal of ex- 
perienced employes without cause also re- 
cur and are not to be condoned.

• sire to reflect credit on the present ad- 
ministration, and urged that the plan of 
appointments be changed, he found, as he 
sadly said, that the president "did not 
Beem much impressed." In this failure 
'of the president to be impressed Mr./ 
Woodruff sees evidence of the strength of 


- the merit system. 


In one sense the very progress that has , 


been made away from the spoils system at 
its worst carries with it a. danger—the 
danger of forgetfulness of what the sys- 
tem means. "It has been so long since 
there was unrestricted spoils," says Mr. 
•'Woodruff, in his closing sentence, "that 
the present generation forgets, if it ever 
knew, how un-American and subversive 
of sound government it is." Earlier in 
the article are some citations of eranxples 
of how the spoils system worked, in an- 
swer to the argument that the merit sys- 
tem tends to keep employes in office re- 
gardless of discipline and the needs of the 
eervice.

ONE TRAGICAL MISTAKE 


Matthew Glenii. engineer of the Mis- 


souri Pacific limited train which headed 
into a slow local train, killing more than 
thirty passengers and injuring more than 
one hundred, had a clear service record. 
In thirty-seven years he was careful and 
faithful and performed his work without 
one demerit mark.

There is only one kind of a mistake 


that an engineer of a fast, limited train 
can make. 
This is a serious mistake. If 


he errs, the consequences are grave. 
Glenn's only mistake in thirty-seven years 
resulted in a horrible catastrophe. And. 
as he was reading his instructions, this 
one mistake was made while he was in the 
act of doing his duty. 


It may be contended that mechanical 


devices are surer than human intelligence. 
In some ways they are, 
while in other

"We must depend on 


both human intelligence and mechanical 
devices. 
They must be coordinated; and

Projecting Ear* 


One of the. most frequent deformities of the 


ears is undue prominence, the ears standing out 
from the head and sometimes even drooping for- 
ward or downward in such manner as to give the 
Individual a stupid appearance, tho It has no un- 
pleasant significance. 
Sometimes this Is an In- 


herited condition, a feature running In the family- 
Possibly it Is acquired in infancy, in some cases, 
from lying or sleeping with the ear doubled for- 
ward, or from caps carelessly put on the infant's 
head with the ears pulled forward. 
Both ears 


are prominent altho one ,1s usually more promin- 
ent than the other. As a matter of fact, practic- 
ally no one has a perfectly symmetrical face and 
head; careful comparison will almost invariably 
show differences In the form and size of the fea- 
tures. 
When the ears stand out abnormally in infancy 


the mother should make a simple ear 
cap or 


bandage which may be kept on practically all the 
time and which will hold" the ears in a normal po- 
sition but not compress them against the head. 
The harness should be of soft muslin, washable, 
light, and practically the skeleton of a cap, no 
band or string under the shin being necessary. 
Any benefit from such a cap or bandage will be 
obtained in not to exceed six months.

The younger the patient when any 
kind of 


plastic or corrective surgery is done, the better 
the result will be from the viewpoint of function 
and appearance.

liptical piece of skin from the groove behind the 
ear, the form and area of the surface thus denud- 
ed being determined by the direction and degree 
of the lop or malposition of the ear. 
The ear is 


then drawn Into proper position and the denuded 
edges of the wound stitched together to enable 
the healing process to fix the ear in the correct 
position. 
Dressings and bandages are discarded 


after the tenth day. tho it is necessary for the pa- 
tient to wear some kind of bandage at night for 
a month, to prevent Injury of the wound or scar 
m sleep. 


Of course, there is a scar behind the ear after 


=uch an operation, but as it follows the line of the 
natural groove back of the ear and is practically 
concealed by the ear, the scar is not an objection.

To 
make a. foolish throw to third on such 
a play is very bad baseball 
By so 


doing It offers the opportunity for the 
satsman to reach second and therebv 
be in a position to score on a hit The 
thing to do is get the ball back to 
second base as quickly as possible 
This will hold the batsman on first 


When a runner is on second, and 


;he batsman hits safely to the out 
field, it usually is equally foolish to 
make a throw to the plate 
It ofteis 


the same 
possibility as the foolish 


throw to third, giving the batsman a 
:hance to reach second on the throw 
in. whereas the correct play, nine 
time out of ten, is to hold the bats 
man to first 


Of course, if the run going over 


the plate is the winning 
run. the 


fielder is forced to make the plav at 
the plate. If it is merely the tying 


run, the fielder should never throw 
to the plate, unless it is apparent 
that he has a very good chance to 
cut off the run.
